PRODUCTION AND MARKETING 
Farm production m ay be said to be th e business 
of creating or “getting possession” of farm prod­ 
ucts to th e best advantage. A lth ough q uite dif­ 


ferent in th eir final purpose, th ese two big jobs 
in farm ing — production and m arketing — can ­ 
not be entirely separated, for each depends upon 
th e oth er in a large m easure. 
Th e m arketing of a farm product really be­ 
gins a t th e tim e production starts, for th e kind 
and q uality of product, as determ ined by its 
production, is a m ajor consideration affecting 
th e dem and and h ence its m arket value. To il­ 
lustrate, take th e producers of potatoes, or fruit, 
or edible cereals. His m arketing job starts a t th e 
tim e h e determ ines th e acreage and w ith th e 
selection of seed, preparation of seed bed, and 
soil treatm ent. If h is product is of inferior or 
indifferent q uality , and of poor keeping condi­ 
tion, th e field of h is m arket is certain to be re­ 
stricted. B ut on th e oth er h and, if h e provides 
th e rig h t conditions of seed, seed bed and plan t 
food, and protects h is crop from dam age by in ­ 
sects and disease, h e will find a m uch broader de­ 
m and and a correspondingly longer price wh en 
h e takes h is product to m arket. 
Not only is satisfactory m arketing m ore easily 
accom plish ed as a result of good production 
m eth ods but alm ost invariably th e com m unity of 
good producers is th e one h aving th e best spirit 
of co-operation — an essential of successful co­ 
operative m arketing. 


EVIDENCE OF VALUE 
Consider th e m erch ant wh o advertises. Th ere 
is a reason for h is doing so. 
If h is goods were not w orth advertising, h e 
would not spend h is money in advertising th em , 
for m erch ants can not spend money in th a t way 
unless th ey get dividends on th eir investm ent in 
th e way of increased sales. 
Th e m ere fact th a t a dealer offers y ou som e­ 
th ing th rough th e colum ns of th is paper is in 
itself an evidence th a t th e article is w orth h aving, 
for if it would not stand inspection h e would not 
be calling every body ’s atten tion to it.

as o ne o f the g reatest play s writ­ 
ten by the man who m the king s 
o f literature hav e cho sen as their 
empero r. 
The v erdict was all in fav o r o f 
the Psalms, g reat as Is the pl? 4 
by Shakespeare. (I do no t p 
tend to be a Shakespearean c ^ 
ic, no t ev en much o f a “ fan” ; 
merely used my self as a so rt o 
g uinea pig .) 


Th e 
ex perience 
of 
placing 
oneself (in im agination) in th e 
place of anoth er m an, and th in k­ 
ing, “Now, h e was a m an—som e­ 
th ing like me, perh aps. He prob­ 
ably liked to enjoy h im self and 
take th ings in a pleasant m an ­ 
ner. W h at influence caused h im 
to sacrifice h im self?” Th e ex peri­ 
ence is startlin g w h en one is 
th inking of some austere m an, 
like — Jon ath an Edwards! 
According to Edw ards’s biogra­ 
ph er, H enry B am ford Parkes, th e 
New E ngland P uritan for tw enty - 
th ree y ears was accustom ed to 
arise a t 4 o’clock in th e m orning 
and ligh t h is single candle. T h ir­ 
teen h ours each day h e sa t in h is 
study , 
“elucidating 
th e 
h igh 
problem s of divinity ” and read­ 
ing th e fine prin t of th eological 
works till h is ey es grew astig­ 
m atic.

“Th e sun rises over th e barren 
table-land of central M assach u­ 
setts and sets bey ond th e ranges 
of th e B erksh ires; th e m aples 
put out th eir leaves in April, and 
become y ellow and scarlet in Oc­ 
tober; th e th understorm s break 
over M ount Holy oke, and th e 
m oonligh t is reflected in th e 
w aters of th e stately river Con­ 
necticut. Th e pile of notes grows 
h igh er, and th e outlines of a 
com plete 
th eological

Th e success of th is ex perim ent 
of living in New E ngland a h alf 
century before th e Revolution 
w ith a truly great and unusual 
m an depends upon th e realiza­ 
tion th a t h e was a m an wh o 
loved life th e sam e as real m en 
love it today . 
Failure in th is adventure will 
result if one adopts eith er th e

with a sh ort adjective or a h igh - 
sounding ph rase. 


To be th e first to look upon 
N iagara Falls, th e Mississippi, or 
th e 
Pacific — th is m ust 
be 
a 
th rilling, an uniq ue ex perience. 
W h at m ust h ave been th e sen ­ 
sations of th ose old Hebrews of 
wh om th e Old T estam ent speaks, 
th ose adventurers wh o first felt 
th e stirrings of th e spirit of God 
in such a m igh ty way and in such 
a vivid m anner th a t th ey gave 
utterance to th e ir “fa ith ” ! 
And th ey were real persons, we 
m ust rem em ber, m ore or less like 
th e m en and women we see in 
Rush ville, Indiana, in 19 35. 
Some m ay th ink of th em as 
“prim itive” or “uneducated.” 
B ut h ave we “advanced” so 
very 
far 
since 
th ose 
ancient 
day s? 
If so, th e advancem ent sh ould 
sh ow itself in oth er way s th a n 
in th e ph y sical. 


One auth ority say s th a t th e 
Psalm s represent th e response of 
m an to God. 
And Sh akespeare “in all h is 
glory ” never gave utterance to 
th ough ts so sublim e and beauti­ 
ful as did th ose Hebrew singers 
in giving th eir response. 
Surely th is ancient h y m nal of 
th e Hebrew C h urch is not a 
product of m ere c a n t or th e idle 
im aginings of idle dream ers. 
Real m en told of a m ajestic, 
m y sterious Power w h ich cam e to 
m ean m ore to th em th a n life 
itself. Th ey felt th a t th is great 
Power ex ercised a providential 
care over th em , and th a t ’round 
about th em was an aw ful m y s­ 
tery , h oly and righ teous, w orth y 
of all h onor and adoration. 


David, one of th e w riters of th e 
Psalm s, is often criticised as be­ 
ing too h um an — too m uch like 
m any m en and women of today . 
Th e realization th a t th ese won­ 
derful th ough ts cam e from th e 
h earts and m inds of ordinary 
m en like y ou and me, reader, is 
w h at m akes th e Psalm s so won­ 
derful to me. 


“Before th e m ountains were 
brough t forth , or ever th ou h adst 
form ed th e e a rth and th e world, 
even from everlasting to ever­ 
lasting th ou a rt God.” 
“If I say , surely th e darkness 
sh all cover m e; even th e nigh t 
sh all be ligh t about me. Yea, th e 
darkness h ideth not from th ee; 
but th e n ig h t sh ineth as th e day : 
th e darkness and th e ligh t are 
both alike to th ee.” 
“Give unto th e Lord, O y e 
m igh ty , give unto th e Lord glory 
and strength . Give unto th e Lord 
th e glory due unto h is nam e; 
w orsh ip th e Lord in th e beauty 
of h oliness. Th e voice of th e Lord 
is upon th e w aters: th e God of 
glory th un dereth .”
